The cause of death .was internal 
hemmorrhage. Hamilton was 28 years 
of age. Hamilton had been In poor 
health for-i-more than two years and 
recently -"suffered 
a nervous break- 
down. 
His former home was New 
Briton, Connecticut!'''. -During, liis car- 
eer as an'-aviator he met with many 
accidents. He broke his collar bone 
twice, two ribs were fractured, his 
left arm dislocated, Ms right knee cap 
fractured, both ' legs 
dislocated and 


suffered other minor injuries. 
He began first with flights of kites 


and dirigible balloons and then took 
up aeroplanes.

Pleasant for 
Prisoners 


Results in Making Model Citizens 


—Three Classes of Crimi- 


nals. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 
Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 22.—"There's a 
spark 
of good in every man: 
the 
'blood will tell' idea Is bosh; if a man 
isn't a thorough criminal he can be 
trusted; normal men have honortanc 
they can be relied upon to a certain 
extent, some more, some less." Thus 
prefacing 
an explanation of Ohio's 
new ""make man" policy, Warden P 
E. Thomas, the first export criminolo- 
gist • ever in charge off Ohio's famous 
old penitentiary, today told that the 
honor system among convicts is a sue 
cess. Warden Thomas has experiment- 
ed with the honor system In Ohio a 
little, over a-year today. Here are a 
few plain facts about the system as 
explained by the warden: 
About 300 men are workng in the 
open air on their honor. A big per- 
centage of the men are building roads 
for the state. Guards are not needed; 
an overseer bosses the work. The 
largest percent of "honor men" are 
life termers. They wear blue overalls 
like ordinary laborers and have Sun- 
day clothes. They go to church on 
Sundays. They work eight hours a 
day. They are 
paid five cents an 
hour; ninety per cent goes to their 
dependents, the rest to them. Less 
than one. per cent have tried to escape 
In a year. Honor men have all served 
from one to fifteen years behind the 
bars. One prisoner who was recently 
sent out to work "on his honor" after 
sixteen years behind the bars, was 
badly frightened by a passing automo- 
bile. He is serving a life sentence for 
murder. "The long term men are 
best" 
said 
Warden 
Thomas. And 
V/arden Thomas is said to know his 
men from "A to Z". "Criminals are 
classified in four divisions," declares 
Ohio's Warden. "They are the feeble 
minded, criminal by choice; criminal 
by circumstances and criminal by en- 
vironment. The theory that 'blood will 
tell,' like 'father like' son' is all wrong. 
Men are 
good 
for/three 
reasons: 
Those of higher menfelity do right be- 
cause it is right to do right; a second 
class do right through hope of reward; 
a third class do right through fear of 
punishment." It is the first and second 
divisions from which Warden Thomas 
recruits 
his • honor men. Warden 
Thomas 
has 
accomplished 
other 
things aside from succeeding with his 
honor 
system. He has eliminated 
stripes and substituted a light grey 
material for prison uniforms; abolish- 
ed inhuman -punishment, such as 
water cures, chain strings and whip- 
pings; put into operation the "theory 
that a full stomach contributes to dis- 
cipline; built new and better venti- 
lated cells ,and established a dormi- 
tory for "good" prisoners where sev- 
eral hundred of them will soon have 
their own tables, chairs and beds with 
no bars in sight.

PAY TEACHERS MORE 


FOR SEX EDUCATION 


Illinois instructors at'State Convention 


Give Opinion of Sex Hygiene In 


Schools. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.I 
Champaign, 111., Jan. 22.—Sex hy- 
giene can never be taught successfully 
in the public schools until the mini- 
mum age and wage of the country 
girl school teacher is raised, In the 
opinion of Prof. W. B. Miller, secre- 
tary of the school of education of the 
University of Illinois. Reviewing the 
recent action of the 
Illinois State 
Teachers' Associatio n in voting to 
create a section in the association for 
the "discussion of moral and religious 
subjects," looking toward sex educa- 
tion, and the contrary action of tne 
Board of Education of Chicago in vot- 
ing out sex lectures after four months 
trial, Miller declared . his belief that 
sex education must come, but that it 
probably will have to be preceded by 
distinct preliminary changes in the 
school system. 
. 
- 
. 
"Of course, at the bottom of the 
question lies the primary fact that the 
parents ought to instruct their chil- 
dren," said 
Miller 
today, agreeing 
with Governor Dunne and other speak- 
ers before the recent state teachers' 
convention. "But so long as they do 
not, 
and there appears no liklihood 
that a majority of them will soon, the 
school 'systera ought to provide for 
such degree of the education as seems 
desirable. Just how far such educa- 
tion should go will first have to be 
determined. It must be plain to every 
one that " any course in physiology 
and hygiene which entirely neglects 
the responsive or productive organs 
and functions is incomplete. Edu- 
cators must decide how to give boys 
and girls the same knowledge of these 
organs and functions as they do of the 
Tifiart or stomach or eye. 
"Despite the unfavorable start made 
in Chicago, it seems probable that a 
few more years of study and experi- 
mentation will-' develop the methods 
best applicable'to city schools. But 
country schools have a peculiar diffi- 
culty. In Illinois, for example* and I 
believe the average of states will 
show the same condition, there are 
over three thousand school teachers 
receiving a salary of less than $300 
a year. I do not argue the merits of 
higher salaries here, but it is ob- 
vious that no persons of great exper- 
ience and skill in teaching or great 
tact in the handling of children can 
be secured for this salary. What is 
the fact? Most of the teachers in 
the country schools are girls, barely 
past the minimum age for teachers 
and with absolutely no experience be- 
yond the grades or perhaps a year or 
so of high school or normal work. It 
will never do to trust the teaching of 
the sex problem to those girls 
The 
blind should not lead, and the un- 
learned cannot be expected to teach 
well. 
"It all means then, that there must 
be a special training for teachers In 
the sex courses. It will come doubt- 
less with the general tendency to- 
ward better teaching of teachers 
through the enlargement of normals 
and colleges and university courses 
in education."

Otto A. Oestreich was next called 
upon to fill W. O. Newhouse's place .on 
the program. "Huerta and- What He 
Stands For," was the title. "Huerta 
was under the regime of Diaz for a 
long time," said Mr. Oestreich. "He 
was an army officer, was a graduate 
of .a southern miltary school, and was 
a member of the Mexican army until 
he entered the hoosehold of Diaz and 
his family. Through his characteris- 
tic of good-fellowship,, which' was one 
of his strong faculties, -he became a 
brother to Madero's household. Then 
the fight began." 
„ "There is a rule .in Mexico today 
which has been a part of the govern- 
ment of ages. 
The law dates back 
to the time, when men were impris"- 
oned for not paying their, debts. This 
very factor was the main ' abuse, I 
believe, which caused the flrst upris- 
ing and dissatisfaction in Mexico. The 
people, no longer wanted the peonage 
service, but they had to face it just 
the same.

Many of the for- 
eign made racing cars are now equip- 
ped with the sixteen valve motors, 
but this feature is new to American 
machines.

Much of the United States is- grand 
and peculiar,' sticking up as far as 
three miles into the climate in spots.

were equipped with air, climate, sun- 
shine and 
horizon, but were other- 
wise as empty as a new flat before 
the van from the installment furniture 
house gets around.

gone rashly out on the 
great American prairie" and has wan- 
dered several hundred miles in irreg- 
ular circles without finding a lunch 
counter, or, in the 
end, a competent 
undertaker. 
Grass, wind and dimen- 
sions were the great possessions of 
the prairie, and it was luxuriantly 
provided with all three. 
More wind 
passed a given point on the prairie 
in twenty-four hours than a near-actor 
from New York could emit concern- 
ing Broadway in a month. 


When man came rudely westward, 
elbowing his way through the prim- 
eval solitude, he took 
the prairies 
in hand and altered them 
a good 
deal. 
First, he cleared .off the justly 
celebrated American bison and the 
equally 
famous Indian, 
both 
ot 
which were highly inimical 
to agri- 
culture. Then he broke-up the hard, 
tough rind of prairie'•>< sod 
with 20 
oxen power ploughs. Then he•'• planted 
windbrakes, sod houses, windmills, 
cyclone cellars, grain elevators, dis- 
trict schools, political machines, and 
other necessities of modern life. Now 
the prairies have quit loafing and blow- . 
ing, and have gone to work. They 
raise the wheat and corn..tor 
half 
a nati.on, raise forests and statesmen, 
and bear, the automobiles of a huii- 
•dred --thousand 
farmers- on their 
smooth, Cat backs.

.The prairie is no longer, a 
wild, 
free thing. 
Even its climate has 
been changed and its supply of wind 
cut down 75 per cent.

No one montjls for the old- 
fashioned prairie, however. It was

THE MESSAGE. 


The president's message, read be- 


fore both houses of congress, Tues- 
day noon,, is a candid recognition of 
the spirit of corporations to comply 
with the law, and express a desire to 
meet this spirit more than half way. 


The country will take on new life 


with the assurance that for the future 
business is to be encouraged and not 
hampered 
by 
over-regulation. The 


message also contains a hopeful note 
for the railroads, by suggesting that 
laws be passed which shall aid them 
in financing extensions and 
better- 


ments. When this is done, it may be. 
possible to influence large blocks of 
capital to invest in legitimate chan- 
nels. 
Perhaps the most hopeful feature. 


of the message is, that it is not radi- 
cal enough to "suit the progressives, 
and that it pleases both democrats 
and republicans because of its con- 
servatism. 
The nation has had enough of radi- 


cal reform, and with the strength of 
the two old parties united, the pros- 
pects for an era of sanity are im- 
proving. This is better by far than 
the success of .any party. 
' W h a t the state of Wisconsin needs, 
just now, is a getting together of its 
conservative forces regardless of par- 
ty affiliations. This'is the only way 
the state can be redeemed and this is 
a good year for the redemption. 


The Chicago nter Ocean, in com 


menting upon the portion of the mes- 
sage that had to do with the pros- 
perity of the railroads, makes the fol- 
lowing statement': 


"The 
part of President Wilson's 


message to congress yesterday which 
will probably command the widest 
attention is that which relates to the 
'"situation of the railroads and their 
.^.need of relief. Mr. Wilson recognizes 
~ and downrightly declares the abiding 


truth: 
" 'The prosperity of the railroads, 


and the prosperity of the country are 
inseparably connected.' 
"This is necessarily and permanent- 


ly true, since upon efficient transpor- 
tation depends wide and free inter- 
change of commodities, without which 
trade is confined to petty local fields 
and men are barred from that larger 
prosperity which results from ability 
to supply their needs from the most 
abundant sources. 


"Mr. Wilson, does not accept as a 


sufficient remedy a mere permission 
to increase rates for railway service. 
He seeks a primary cause of railway 
troubles and finds it in an unwar- 
ranted combination of other interests 
with the business of transportation. 
On this point he declares: 
" 'Business men, as well as those 


who direct public affairs, now recog- 
nize, with painful clearness, the great 
harm and injustice, which has been 
done to many if not all the great rail- 
road systems by the way in which 
they have been financed and their own 
distinctive interests subordinated to 
the interests of the men who financed 
them and of other business interests 
which those men wished to promote.' 


"Whether that statement be univer- 


sally true or not, that it contains a 
large measure of truth is notorious. 
In that truth is the explanation of the 
secret rebate, and of other offenses 
of railway management and control 
which so exasperated the public mind 
that it became almost impossible to 
obtain a fair hearing for the railways 
from the masses of citizens. . 


"To end such conditions and abuses

A PLACE IN THE SUN. 


On the advantages and disadvan- 


tages of ambition there are many opin- 
ions. Some assert that ambition is as 
the breath of life; that the man or 
woman without ambition is mentally 
dead. 


"To seek, to strive, to find and not to 


yield," said Tennyson in his -wonderful 
poem, "Ulysses." He strikes the key-, 
note of the ambitious person's aims. 


Others advise us to pursue our even 


ways, undisturbed by the stirrings of 
ambition. AYe are to do our best and 
let the future seek us out. These couii- 
seloi's are fond of quoting Wolsey's 
famous diatribe against ambition, as 
quoted by Shakespeare. 


You remember the lines: 


I charge thee, fling away ambition. 
Ey that sin fell the angels. 


Now comes a new phrase: 
"Seeking a place in the sun." 
-^ 


Its origin is unknown or, at any rate, 


unknown to the present writer. Em- 
peror William of Germany created a 
stir with it several years ago when he 
asserted that Germany should "seek a 
place in the sun," meaning thereby 
that Germany should attempt to fill 
the position in the world to which she 
•was entitled by her advance in wealth 
and science and population. 


Places in the sun of publicity and re- 


nown are undesirable, no doubt- 


But it depends on the means chosen 


to attain them. If they are sought by 
nations, for example, by means of over- 
bearing force or tricky diplomacy they 
are not worth while. 


And if individual persons seek them 


by analogous methods it were better 
for them to remain content witb sta- 
tions in the shade, not in the sun. 


The sun can wither and burn and 


make desolate as well as stimulate 
and fructify. 
There is death'in thu 


rays of the sun sometimes, for all id 
life giving power. 


If you expose yourself too much to 


the sun you m.iy be sunstruck. And if 
you strive too eagerly for fame and 
place and power you may find that life 
in the shade holds far more desirable 
prizes.

Add a pint of milk, the yolks of two 
eggs, a half cupful of sugar and a 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Turn this into 
the lined plate and spread a meringue 
over the top after it has baked 20 
minutes. Make the meringue by beat- 
Ing the two whites, adding two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Brown 
the meringue in a moderate oven. 


Steamed Cider Pudding.—Cream a 


tablespoonful and a half of butter, add 
three tablespoonfula of sugar and one 
egg. Beat all {together'-until very light. 
Now pour 1u "half a cupful each of 
raisins and currants Mixed 'with a 
quarter of a cup of flour. Add half 
a teaspoonful of cinnamon, a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, a 
pinch of cloves and a cupful of flour.

His letter is as fol- 
lows: 
Jan. 17, 1914. 
My Dear Mr. Bliss: 
Since my last letter to the Gazette 
I have seen and said 
many things. 
I had a fine audience on Sunday in 
the First Congregational church of 
Oakland, about 800 or 1,000, with a 
choir o£ about sixty voices, and two 
splendid anthems. Such a devotional 
accessory makes the dullest preach- 
er eloquent. My dates for the mouth 
include a religious 
education insti- 
tute of six lectures and in addition 
three or four Scolch lectures in the 
vicinity of Oakland and what they call 
here the Bay Region. I met a very 
live St. Andrew's society here and am 
to give a Burns anniversary lecture 
the 27th under their auspices. AH 
this will detain me here till Jan. 30. 
But let me tell you of the items of 
more general interest. The overshad- 
owing interest 
here is the coming 
Panama Pacific 
Exposition. I gave 
almost all of last week to getting in- 
to' touch with its leading promoters 
and the work being 'done by the dif- 
ferent departments, and I can assure 
you it is a vast undertaking and every 
man and women on the job is a it ire 
wire. I had had some correspondence 
with Dr. Fisher, the director of the 
bureau of lectures and found him in 
the offices of the 
exposition where 
the whole corps of heads of depart- 
ments are installed like the officers 
of a vast commercial concern. I may 
lecture for them durina the year as 
there is to be a staff of selected men 
employed for 
this purpose with il- 
lustrated 
outfits 
of the surpassing 
scenic splendours of this coast and 
country, as well as the exposition' it- 
self. 
The whole 
management im- 
presses one as serious, perfectly or- 
ganized and touched with an infec- 
tious enthusiasm trat carries every- 
thing before it, and also along with 
it. 
One of the most assuring evi- 
dences of the 
exposition's- eventual 
success is the absolute and entire co- 
operation of :very body of men 
and 
women, private 
and public, 
rocial, 
commercial, social or political, for the 
entertainment and the satisfaction of 
the expected guests of 1915. 
The weather has been stormy for 
some days, in fact, the worst, drench- 
ing the coast has had for years, but 
welcome as ti assured crops and irri- 
gation for the next two years. 
But 
it hindered me from the minute in- 
vestigation of the streets of-"t"he new 
San Francisco and the buildings of 
the exposition. In 
a 
thick, grey, 
"tule" fog I ventured on the ferry and 
sure enough, we had 
some trouble 
with the tide and the fog. I felt al- 
most like when I was in the Straits 
of Lahrudor, among the icebergs and 
fog of their wild coast. No harm wa,1 
clone, however, to our boat, though it 
took two hours to land us. But that 
same day one of the ferry boats went 
ashore 9n Angel Island. I would not 
have missed the excitement for any- 
thing, and when one is out 
in the 
worst weather and gets landed safe- 
ly, one realizes the absolute security 
of such transportation, for not once 
in ten years will such a combination 
occur again. 
The 
lightning never 
strikes the same place twice. It will 
be all 
serene 
in 
1915. 
My 
first 
view of the exposition grounds and 
buildings presented a picture of what 
looked like a maze of masts, with the 
hulls of gigantic ships, like an etching 
ol' ".Whistlers on the Thames. Closer 
views of the scene disengaged the 
great buildings, some of them nearing 
completion and the whole vast plan 
easily outlined. It is a hive of indus- 
try anO cheerful activity on the .part 
of workmen and bosses. 
Of course, 
my interest was not created by the 
physical activities 'and concrete things 
I saw on the 
grounds, but by 
the 
things 1 had already seen in the serv- 
ice building at the gate of the 
grounds. There are located the man- 
agers of the various active operations 
and the architects and artists creat- 
ing the main designs and superintend- 
ing the actual work. I was put under 
the escort of a natice daughter of the 
golden west and shown the 
famous 
pictures of the artist 
and 
colorist, 
Jules Gtierin and some of the models 
that will ultimately be known as the 
courts of the sun and stars and the 
jewels and so forth. The flash light

This meeting spoke more elo- 
quently to'ume than anything,! have 
yet seen of the quality of the popula- 
tion here. 
They .were farmers, or- 
chardists, business 
men and women, 
bankers and • engineers and tne-snb-

I may conclude with-another reflec- 
tion -worth attention, for I am afraid 
that the newpaper necessity of-pre- 
senting figures and values in dollars, 
both ot the state's resources and the 
great plans of the exposition.-may 
mislead outsiders' as to the ideals antl I 
public spirit of the promoters' of \pub- 
lic prosperity here. It .is this, that 
the underlying and inspiring: motives 
of this exposition are idealistic'. It 
is indeed to be a commemoration of a 
great event in history of an achieve- 
ment of science, labor, of government- 
al efficiency,' of professional capacity 
and patriotism, 
but is vastly- more. 
It is also a prophecy, a hope,- an art- 
ist's dream, a poet's vision, a patrLOt s 
aspiration. Here democracy is to be 
represented as triumphant, not the 
democracy of a mere political method, 
but the democracy of 
our 
larger, 
.nobler, iiuster manhood.. The. demo- 
cracy of equal opportunity for all 
races and nations, for all classes and 
sexes, for all creeds and opinions—of 
art, of science, of education, of devo- 
tion of loyalty to law and of inter- 
national brotherhood: "When man to 
man, the world o'er, shall brothers be 
for a' that."
